Dr. Moore says seed are unique 
in that their breeding cannot be de­ 
term ined from appearance alone. 
To determine in advance the type 
of crop which a particular lot of 
seed can produce, it is necessary to 
know the history of the seed. 
In the production of hybrid corn, 
the plant breeder

Hairy Vetch protects the land 
from erosion, improves the soil 
by supplying nitrogen and org'an- 
ic matter, furnishes good grazing, 
makes nutritious and palatable 
hay and puts extra cash in the 
farmer’s pocket when seed is sold. 
White Coffman, cooperator in 
t h e C o tto n d a le Conservation 
Group, is a firm believer in Hairy 
Vetch. 
Mr. Coffman stated, “It 
makes the land mellow and takes 
up more rain, therefore less run­ 
off.” 
E. L, Jackson in the Pleasant 
Valley Conservation Group is an­ 
other believer in Vetch. Mr. Jack­ 
son stated that he had such an 
excellent cover of Vetch and Rye 
that the raindrops did not have a 
chance to hit the ground and 
cause splash and 
runoff.

Rabies is an acute fatal en­ 
cephalitis characterized by de­ 
ranged consciousness and para-j 
lysis. 
It is caused by a virus 
and is transmitted, Uy the bite 
of dogs, cats, skunks, wolves, 
foxes, coyotes, and other warm 
blooded animals. 


The virus In living animals is 
present in tne salivary glands 
and saliva 
from 
one to 
two 
days before 
symptons 
appear 
until death. The positive diag­ 
nosis of rabies is based on the 
finding of inclusion bOuTes call­ 
ed Negri bodies in certain por­ 
tions of the brain. These Negri 
bodies develop only in the last 
stages of the disease and for 
that reason, suspected animals 
should never 
be 
killed, 
but 
should be confined and if death 
occurs Within a period of 14- 
21 days, the brain shoulu be 
sent to the State Pasteur Insti 
tute in Austin for examination. 
Should an animal be killed be­ 
fore it dies of rabies, there is 
a possibility that the brain will 
test negative. 
n addition to vaccination of 
dogg and cats as a method of 
preventing rabies, the destruc­ 
tion 
O f ownerless and vagrant 
dogs is of utmost importance. 
Most state laws and city or­ 
dinances require that animals 
be vaccinated once each year, 
However, fnis is not' enough to 
give adequate protection to the 
animal, its owner or the public. 
Like any other vaccine, rabies 
vaccine is not 
100% 
effective 
and it is known that a single 
injection requires a period 
of 
two months to develop and ef­ 
fective immunity in the vacci­ 
nated animal and that immun­ 
ity is not reliable after the 10th 
month from the date of vaccin­

man bitten by a rabid animal 
or to the loss of a life as the 
result of raltles.

On December 5, I met with a 
group of farm representatives 
from Baylor, Clay, Cooke, Den­ 
ton, Jack, Montague, Wichita, 
Wise and Young Counties, in 
Wichita Falls, 
to discuss the 
cotton 
acreage 
allotment 
for 
1950. 
This meeting was attended by 
approximately fi!ty farmers, in­ 
cluding adm inistrative Officers 
of the County PMA’s 
of 
the 
counties mentioned. 
Also attending this 
meeting 
at the 
request of Mr. B. F. 
Vance, State representative, Mr. 
R. C.Flatt, who was most help­ 
ful to us in our discussion of the 
cotton 
allotm ent 
141? ■ to-wit; 
Public Law 272. 
In my opinion, 
Public 
Law 
272 has been badly construed 
and interpreted by the Depart­ 
m ent of Agriculture in 
Wash­ 
ington. One obvious error which 
the top lawyers of the Depart­ 
m ent of Agriculture have made 
in construing this law, is not 
giving credit to the individual 
counties of war crops. The De­ 
p a rte d of Agriculture 
stands 
firm on this faulty ruling and 
refuses to bange its construc­ 
tion of Public Law 272. 
Realizing the ridiculous situ­ 
ation into which the cotton al­ 
lotment rules and 
regulations 
have thrown us, the above men-

Committee on Agriculture, to- 
w it; ten members of such com­ 
mittee, including Subcommittee 
No. One, handling cotton allot­ 
ment legislation. Only five Con­ 
gressmen, 
including 
myself, 
aside from Committee members, 
were present at this meeting. 
Also present at 
this 
meeting 
were, Ralph Trigg, National Di­ 
rector of PMA as well as Pres­ 


ident of 
CCC; Frank Wooley, 
Deputy Director of PMA; John 
Dean, with the Cotton Branch 
of PMA, Carroll Hunter, Chief 
Solicitoi; of the Department of 
Agriculture, and John Bagwell, 
Assistant to Mr. Hunter. 
The 
morning session 
was 
also at­ 
tended by senator Clinton An­ 
derson, of New Mexico, who is 
a leader in the Senate in agri­ 
cultural matters. 
I was the only one to present 
a definite recommendation, i. e., 
the recommendation drawn uP 
by our farm meeting in Wichita 
Falls. I was most happy to be 
ablet to have a definite, practi­ 
cal 
recommendation to make, 
with the report that it was un­ 
animously supported 
by a big 
and responsible farm 
meeting 
in my home district. This report 
was Backed up by data furnish­ 
ed me by various counties. 
After a day’s debate, the Ag­ 
ricultural 
Committee

mously agreed on two proposi­ 
tions:

farm .) We would expect this to

though Uun authority for so do­ 
ing is questionable. 
Second, that the 
Congress 
early next month upon recon­ 
vening, amend the 1949 acre­ 
age allotment 
act to 
provide 
that no 1950 
crop 
allotment 
shall be less than the larger of 
70 per cent of the average cot­ 
ton acreage actually planted to 
cotton on the farm 
in 
1946, 
1947, and 1949, or 50 per cent 
of the highest acreage planted 
to cotton in any ode 
of 
the 
three years. 
In my opinion, the House of 
Representatives will pass such 
amendment before 
the middle 
of January. However, when the 
Senate will act is questionable. 
We hope by emergency appeals 
to the Senate to get 
priority 
consideration of 
this 
'amend­ 
ment) and to get it through in 
January in order to help clear 
up the cotton allotment mess for 
1950. 
It is 
my intention to 
keep 
working on this m atter aggres­ 
sively until favorable and help­ 
ful action is secured. Your ad­ 
vice and suggestions) will be ap­ 
preciated.
